AGAINST THE BARBER (0. 


A Demurrer Which, if Sustained, Will 
Tell Heavily in Tax Cases. 


Attorney Alex Young raised an entirely 


new point in a demurrer filed Wednesday in 


the Circuit Court, to the peition of the Bar- 
ber Asphalt Co., which is suing on three 


special tax bills for paving done on Mvrgan 
street. Mr. Young’s demurrer i+ of great 
interest to the city and the pubhiic, as it in- 
volves the legality of or “itty suits now 
on the docket of the Circuit Court, on 
speciai tax bills, 

Mr. Young has c)vsely examined the stat- 
utes ot this State and has discovered that, 
by an act passes in 1891, foreign corporations 
doing business in this State must file with 
the State Trersurer copies of their incorpor- 
ation nd charter and must then deposit 
a sum equi to what is required of local 
ratio is. Furthermore, corporations 
ng t> ra with this provision are lia- 
_ 7 4 fine of $1,000 and cannot thereafter 
bong any kind of a suit, either at law or 
in equity, in the courts of this State. 

Now, Mr. Young has leoked the matter 
up and has found that the Barber Asphalt 
Co. is a foreign corporation, having been 
incorporated in Vienna; also that it has 
never complied with the provisions of this 
law; consequently it has no standing be- 
fore the courts of this State and can- 
not maintain any suit. 

In his demurrer Mr. Young does not al- 
lege that the Barber company has failed to 
comply with the law, but he alleges that 
the company, in his petition, has failed to 
set forth its compliance with this law, and, 
therefore, it has no standing in court. If 
this demurrer is sustained the majorit 

of the large back tax bills now pending will 
be thrown out, and the Barber company will 
lose heavily.

An insight into the workings of the 
referendum is offered in thé recent elec- 
tion held in Switzerland on the question 
of the government taking charge of the 
manufacture of matches in order to en- 
force reforms in the treatment of em- 
ployes which have long been demanded, 
but which stringent laws were unavail- 
ing to control. :

THE BENEFICENT BICYCLE. 


The beheficence of the bicycle is not 
confined to those who experience the good 
effects of a daily spin. It is demonstrating 
its value as @ foad-maker in a practical 
way. The million or so of people whom 
it has turned into enthusiastic advocates 
of good roads have caught the attention 
of the political conventions. 

The New: York Democrats adopted a 
“good roads” plank which specifically 
refers to the bicyclers. It is as follows: 

Improved highways of travel throughout 
the State in the interest of our citizens, 
and particularly of the farmers and bicycle 
riders. 


The Massachusetts Democrats also 
hearkened to the demand of the wheel- 
men and incorporated the following 
plank in their platform:

PLANNING MURDER, 


Poisoner Dr. Meyer! Preparing to Com- 
mit Another Crime.

NEW YORK, Oct. 9. — The World to-day 
says: Wardon Sage of the State Prison at 
Sing Sing has discovered evidence almost 


conclusive that Dr. Henry F. C. Meyer has 
been planning another murder since he wag 
sent to prison for life for poisoning Ludwig 
Brandt. The crime that he is believed to 


have plotted is similar to the killing of 


Brandt and for a similar purpose—that of 
securing life insurance money. This 
money, if thus gained, was to be used to 
effect the old doctor’s release from prison. 
The evidence consists chiefly of letters and 
memoranda found in Meyer's cell. These 
have been placed in the hands of the su- 
perintendert of prisons, Gen. Lathrop. It 
seems almost certain that Meyer, since his 
incarceration, has been able to send letters 
underground to his wife and other persons 
outside the prison. In these letters he is 
alleged to have given his accomplices direc- 
tions how to get the desired policy of igsur- 
ance on the proposed victim’s life, and carry 
out the rest of the plan. There have been 
several masons and other citizen mechanics 
employed inside the prison walls during the 
summer, and it is suspected that some one 
of these has afforded the prisoner’s means 
of communication with his outside accom- 


lices. 
Gene time ago Dr. Meyer handed a letter 
to the prison chaplain to be mailed. It was 
written in German and addressed to Mrs. 
Meyer. In it he said that on a certain day 
he would send an underground“ letter 
wherein he would give the “prescription” to 
be used. From references in thig letter it 
was made clear that the prisoner had sent 
other letters through the underground chan- 
nels. Then Warden = ordered Meyer's 
cell to be searched. he keepers found 
her letters, memoranda and other proof 
which gave the authorities the clew to the 


great crime.

Although this is 
the law, the House is not always guided 
by the statute if satisfactory explanations 
for the delay are furnished. In the Beattie- 
Price case from the Third Louisiana Dis- 
trict, for instance, Mr. Price’s testimony 
was delayed by small-pox, which was epi- 
demic in certain parts of his district. B 
though no official information has been re- 
celved to that effect, it is understood at 
the clerk's office here that R. A. Ches- 
borough, who filed notice of contest against 
George B. McClellan of the Twelfth New 
York has abandened his contest.
